Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant believes that the base layer in Katoh does not contain a 
variable composition. As pointed out in figure 4 and the paragraph linking columns 3 and 4 in Katoh, a composition 
ratio changes in the base layer such that the base layer has a composition grading which varies linearly from the 
emitter to the base. Second, applicant contends that an "electron storage layer includes a metastable state" is not 
intended use. If the applicant can prove that the material used for the electron storage layer in the prior art does not 
have metastable states, the examiner will reconsider the rejection. Lastly, applicant needs to state why they believe 
the motivation to combine Rosencher and Katoh fails in any further written arguments. The final rejection will be 
reconsidered in view of any after final arguments in view of Rosencher and Katoh . 
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
